We may pay for loss in money, or we may
repair or replace the damaged or stolen real
or tangible personal property. We may, at our
expense, return any stolen property to you.

If we return stolen property we will pay for any
damage resulting from theft. We may keep all
or part of the property at an agreed upon or
appraised value.
